Jobs’ stunning announcement recalls other 
less-than-studious billionaire success stories

Conventional wisdom says a college education is 
the first step toward success and happiness. 

Just don’t tell that to Steve Jobs— the brilliant 
co-founder of Apple Inc. who stepped down from 
his post as chief executive Wednesday after a stun- 
ning career that reshaped the consumer-electronics 
industry 

Jobs dropped out of Reed College in Portland, 
Ore., after just a semester. And aren’t you glad he 
did? 

If Jobs hadn’t tossed his college textbooks, it’s 
entirely possible that the world might never have 
known the likes of the iMac and the iPod. 

For some— especially those in the tech world, 
where the market changes fast and opportunities 
can pass in the blink of an eye — dropping out can be 
a very smart move. 

“That was true of Steve Jobs and it was true of 
Bill Gates and Mark Zuckerberg,” said Steve Ka- 
plan, a professor at the University of Chicago Booth 
School of Business, rattling off a list of billionaire 
drop-outs. ‘And Michael Dell. Did he graduate col- 
lege?” 

No, he did not. 


“He’s another guy,” Kaplan said. 

In fact, dropping out can be such a smart move 
that one Silicon Valley billionaire has set up a fellow- 
ship program to encourage young people to leave 
college. Peter Thiel, the co-founder of PayPal and 
an early investor in Facebook, gave $100,000 grants 
to 24 young people earlier this year so they could 
stop school and start companies. 

But don’t use the word drop-outs to describe 
these go-getters. “Dropping out has a connotation 
of flunking out or leaving college because you can’t 
handle it,” said James O’Neill, head of the Thiel 
Foundation. Instead, O’Neill and others prefer to 
call such high achievers “stopouts.” 

“We say stopping out because it’s a choice,” 
O’Neill said. 

The idea behind the fellowships, according to 
O’Neill, is to drive innovation and fire up the econ- 
omy 

Somewhere in those stacks of applications, there 
just might be an application from the next Steve 
Jobs. 

O’Neill’s advice to young people: “If you have 
a great idea that can make the world better, you 
should do it now.”

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Chicago bachelor 
turns to Bravo’s 
‘Matchmaker’ for 
romance help

On paper, Daniel Kibblesmith is a matchmaker’s dream. 

He has a good job as a senior copywriter for Chicago- 
based coupon giant Groupon, which earlier this year 
turned down a $6 billion takeover offer from Google. 

The 27-year-old lives in trendy BucktownAVicker 
Park, one of Chicago’s most desirable neighborhoods. 

And he’s got a sense of humor: He helps produce “The 
Late Live Show,” a comedy show that until recently ap- 
peared at Second City’s deMaat Theatre in Old Town. 

In reality, Kibblesmith knows little about how to ap- 
proach women, how to dress himself or how to leave his 
apartment. 

So he turned to Patti Stanger, star of Bravo’s “Mil- 
lionaire Matchmaker.” The hourlong show based in L.A. 
shows what happens when wealthy commitment-phobes 
are paired with bouncy blondes in miniskirts. 
The Season 5 episode featuring Kibble- 
smith airs at 8 p.m. Monday 

On the show, Stanger typically 
meets with her clients, finds out the 
type of significant other they desire 
and tells them that they are searching 
for the wrong people. Stanger, who 
comes across as cocky and bossy, then 
picks a pool of potential mates and throws 
a mixer for the client, who chooses a girl or guy 
to go on a date with. 

Kibblesmith admits he had never seen an episode 
of the show when a friend, Groupon spokeswoman Ju- 
lie Mossier, submitted his name to producers. But he 
learned of Stanger. 

“I heard a lot of rumors about how she’s a very in- 
tense personality” Kibblesmith said. “I was worried if I 
watched the show beforehand I’d become intimidated.” 

And that’s exactly what happened— he got intimidat- 
ed. When Kibblesmith met Stanger, a third-generation 
Cupid who has no problem telling women to straighten 
their hair or lose weight for a date, he called her “Stan- 
gler” at least once. 

He said her last name reminded him of Egon Spengler, 
the parapsychology doctor in the 1984 movie “Ghost- 
busters” played by Harold Ramis. He went on to compare 
Stanger to Mothra, a giant insect that battles Godzilla,

» “Sex Toy” Dave Levine 

The Hollywood playboy appeared on the 
first season of the show and in subse- 
quent episodes. He earned his fortune 
by running sextoy.com but gained his 
infamy by having a stripper pole in his liv- 
ing room. 

» The Manzo brothers 

Though their mother, Caroline Manzo, 
is the outspoken matriarch on “Real 
Housewives of New Jersey,” Albie and 
Chris Manzo still needed the help from 
another blunt know-it-all: Patti Stanger. 
The brothers appeared in a Season 4 
“Millionaire Matchmaker” episode. But 
mother still knows best-Caroline is seen 
trying to fix up Albie with Alexa Ray Joel, 
Billy Joel’s daughter, in this season of 
“The Real Housewives of New Jersey.” 

» Mario-Max Schaumburg-Lippe 

On Monday’s episode with Daniel 
Kibblesmith is Mario-Max Schaumburg- 
Lippe. Or rather, “his royal highness.” On 
his Facebook page, Schaumburg-Lippe 
is described as a TV show host and pro- 
fessional actor. And oh yeah, cousin of 
Queen Margrethe II of Denmark. 


“but not in a monstrous way; She was like a 
goddess. But she was a goddess who happens 
to be a giant island moth.” 

Stanger’s first impression of Kibblesmith? 

Not great, he admits. He had shaggy hair 
and needed a shave. Worst of all, he wore a 
hoodie. 

“I think that she saw me as a sort of a sham- 
bling scarecrow probably raised in the dark- 
ness of the video arcade,” Kibblesmith said. 
“There were a few [Facebook creator] Mark 
Zuckerberg references.” 

Yes, Kibblesmith is not the typical million- 
aire client Stanger desires. In fact, he may not 
be a millionaire at all. He hesitated when Re- 
dEye asked him about his net worth and said 
he “can’t talk about financial stuff” 

Before becoming a copywriter for Groupon 
in 2009, Kibblesmith was a circulation clerk 
for the Oak Park Public Library He’s also a 
graduate of Columbia College’s film and video 
program. 

Mossier said the show was interested in set- 
tingup Groupon founder Andrew Mason, but 
Mason is engaged. Kibblesmith, whom Moss- 
ier describes as “really cute” and a “nice guy” 
was a perfect fit. 

So he flew to L. A. in the spring to tape the 


show. Kibblesmith wouldn’t reveal details 
about any of the fix-ups. (Stanger tried to find 
him a “ ‘Gossip Girl,’ city-stalking, nightlife 
type.”) 

But he did get a makeover out of the deal. 
One promo clip for the episode shows Kib- 
blesmith looking confused among aisles of 
skinny ties and overpriced denim. 

“I hope I don’t come off as too inept,” he 
said. “I tried to be polite and follow all of the 
instructions I was given.” 

Kibblesmith also got a bit of a personality 
makeover. Before the show, he would work 
late, then come home and watch ‘Aqua Teen 
Hunger Force” with roommates. 

Now, he says, he’s “definitely trying to have 
more fun.” 

Mossier, too, notices a change. “He’s defi- 
nitely way more confident to approach girls in 
the office,” she said. 

She’s looking forward to watching the epi- 
sode, as is Kibblesmith, who recommends 
others contact matchmakers if they are un- 
lucky in love. 

“I think that anyone who, like me, lives in a 
constant state of uncertainty and powerless- 
ness should definitely seek professional coun- 
sel.”

The safety plan for the Life Time Chi- 
cago Triathlon is tailored to the course’s 
unique conditions, spokeswoman Karen 
Jayne Leinberger said Thursday The plan 
has worked well so far— no swimmers have 
died since the current swim course first was 
used in 1996, race officials said. 

The plan calls for dozens of lifeguards 
to keep an eye on swimmers as they knife 
through Lake Michigan in groups capped 
at 150 swimmers each. The groups start in 
four-minute intervals, and athletes must 
sign a waiver stating they have trained prop- 


erly and that they can swim the required 
distance, race officials said. 

The precautions are more than a courtesy 
Experts say the swim portion of a triathlon 
—when packs of swimmers churn through 
water that is often choppy and chilly— is the 
most dangerous part of the grueling endur- 
ance race, which also includes biking and 
running segments. 

Of 14 deaths in triathlons between 2006 
and 2008, 13 victims were in the water 
when they died or started having trouble, 
according to a study published in the Jour- 
nal of the American Medical Association. 
The same study found that the risk of sud- 
den death in triathlons is about twice that 
of marathons. 

The deaths of the two swimmers in the 
Newark triathlon, including a 40 -year-old 
woman from Elmhurst, further highlighted 
that danger. Results of autopsies performed 
on Amy Martich and the other victim, a 
64-year-old New Jersey man, were incon- 
clusive. 

Despite extensive training programs. 


swimming laps in a pool can’t replicate the 
conditions athletes encounter during a race, 
said Dr. Kevin Harris of the Minneapolis 
Heart Institute, who was the lead author of 
the study of deaths in triathlons. The com- 
bination of wind, waves, a crowd of swim- 
mers and the adrenaline rush of racing can 
cause people to panic if they are struggling 
to catch their breath, he said. 

“I think that’s really hard to train for, and 
I think for first-time triathletes or the more 
novice triathletes, that is probably one of 
the big stressors,” Harris said. “I suspect 
some people probably get into that situa- 
tion, they may panic and it goes downhill 
from there.” 

About 10,000 people will participate in 
the weekend’s events, which will begin Sat- 
urday morning with a shortened triathlon 
and a children’s race that include swim seg- 
ments at Eoster Avenue Beach. Thirty-five 
lifeguards will monitor those events, while 
60 will be posted at Monroe Harbor for the 
main triathlon Sunday morning, according 
to the Chicago Park District. 


School survey 
includes LGBT 
Identification

Undergoing a flurry of orientation ac- 
tivities this week, the incoming crop of 
freshmen at Elmhurst College may not 
have noticed anything different about 
the school. 

But senior Ally Vertigan did— and 
for her it was a historic change. Ver- 
tigan applauded the decision made 
public this week for the 140 -year-old 
college to place a question about sexual 
orientation and gender identity on its 
undergraduate admissions application. 

“I’m so proud of my college. I think 
this is a great step contextually within 
the nation,” said Vertigan, who noted 
that she “identifies within the gay les- 
bian, bisexual, transgender commu- 
nity” 

The school’s 2012-13 application 
for admission includes the question: 
“Would you consider yourself a mem- 
ber of the LGBT (lesbian, gay bisexual, 
transgender) community?” 

It is optional to answer, and coUege 
officials said their goal in asking it is to 
increase diversity at the school and in- 
crease the number of LGBT students at 
the school— a demographic for which it 
currently has no solid number. 

Creating diversity is an important 
mission for the school affiliated with 
the United Church of Christ. 

“If we can help students better un- 
derstand and work with people that are 
different from them, then I think we 
will have done something important,” 
said Gary Rold, dean of admissions. 

But Jordon Bartolazzi, a sophomore, 
pondered and chose his words carefully 
as he said he is somewhat concerned 
that asking the question might make 
some students feel left out. 

“I love that we {are} so inclusive,” he 
said. “But sometimes we try to be so 
liberal and then if you’re conservative, 
then the conservative feels outcast.” 

The school receives about 3,000 
applications a year and accepts about 
65 percent of those. Rold said the 
school has never collected any infor- 
mation about LGBT students, such as 
what majors they choose or sports they 
play But they do so with other demo- 
graphic groups, so asking the question 
about sexual orientation and gender 
identity will help the college get a bet- 
ter handle on what LGBT students 
want from their college experience.

3 firefighters injured 
in South Side blaze

Three firefighters were injured, two in critical 
condition, in a blaze that broke out Thursday 
night in West Englewood, police said. 

The fire started shortly before 7 p.m. at a 
1 1/2-story frame house on the 7000 block of 
South Justine Street, police said. 

Firefighters had ventilated the roof before 
moving into the house, but they were trapped 
in the attic area when it “lit up,” Fire Com- 
missioner Robert Hoff said. 

“In the attic things went bad,” Hoff said. 
“They got trapped.” 

Two of the injured firefighters quickly were 
rescued, but they suffered burns to their hands 
and face. One of those firefighters also suffered 
burns to his respiratory system, Hoff said. 

Both were taken in serious-to-critical con- 
dition to Advocate Christ Medical Center 


in Oak Lawn, but they were expected to be 
transferred to the Loyola University Hospital 
Burn Unit, Hoff said. 

A third firefighter was taken in fair condi- 
tion to Mount Sinai Hospital, Fire Depart- 
ment Chief Kevin MacGregor said. Two of 
the firefighters were from the same engine 
company Hoff said. 

“I was just saying, ‘God please don’t let them 
fall off that roof,’ ” said Debra Collins, 56, who 
lives three houses down from the blaze. 

CoUins rushed out of her home, like many 
on the residential street, when she saw the 
smoke and heard the sirens. “Those firemen 
ran right in to those flames without any fear,” 
she said.

The last time he fought Okami, he lost 
by disqualification for delivering an illegal 
knee. This time, I don’t see Silva losing and 
relinquishing his title. Say what you want 
about Silva’s attitude and his sometimes 
erratic, unusual presence during fights, but 
time after time he gets the job done.

Bulls go national 


TV schedule features 48 games to be shown nationwide 


The Bulls announced their TV schedule Thurs- 
day, even though the NBA lockout continues 
to leave many pessimistic that a full, 82-game 
schedule will be played. 

The Bulls are scheduled to appear on national 
television 48 times, the most since the 1997-98 
championship season. That includes 19 games 
on WGN America, nine appearances on both 
TNT and ESPN, six games on NBA-TV and five 
games on ABC. The schedule would have to be 
redone if the lockout causes the cancellation of 
even one game. 

All 82 games are scheduled to be televised, 
with Comcast SportsNet and WGN-TV and 
WCIU-Ch. 26 handling all local duties. 


The Bulls’ season opener is scheduled to be 
shown on TNT against the defending NBA 
champion Dallas Mavericks on Nov i. 

“Once again we are very pleased that Bulls 
fans in the Chicago area will have the ability to 
watch every Bulls game on television,” Bulls Ex- 
ecutive Vice President of Business Operations 
Steve Schanwald said in a statement. “Our arena 
seats just under 21,000 fans and, while watching 
the game on TV can’t replicate the atmosphere 
of actually being there and ‘Loving it Live,’ these 
telecasts are the next best thing, and they play a 
very important role in satisfying the demand of 
millions of Bulls fans for access to their favorite 
basketball team.”

HOPE FOR NBA DEAL? 

NEW YORK People with knowledge 
of the plans told The Associated 
Press the NBA and players’ associa- 
tion will meet next week, fitting in a 
bargaining session before the Labor 
Day holiday weekend. The session 
will include top negotiators for both 
sides: Commissioner David Stern 
and Deputy Commissioner Adam 
Silver, and union executive director 
Billy Hunter and president Derek 
Fisher of the Lakers.

Don’t be fooled by

Paul Rudd has become one of the most reliable comic actors 
in Hollywood, unafraid of embracing slightly do rky characters 
who make people laugh. 

'I'hat hasn't changed with his new film, “Our Idiot Brother/’ 
which opens Friday. 'I'he 4:2-year-old embraces his inner hippie 
and shares the screen with FUzabeth Banks, Zooey Deschanel 
and Emily Mortimer, who play his neurotic New York sisters. 
His character— the underachieving, homeless. Croc-wearing 
brother Ned— wreaks havoc in their lives. 

Rudd recently sat down to talk about portraying the easy- 
going Ned, the joys of tie-dyed '1-shirts and why he’s not shy 
about kissing dogs. 

"Our Idiot Brother" sounds like a very broad comedy, 
butifsnotjs it? 

Not at all. There's lots of drama. You hear the title and see the 
main character with his beard and long hair, but I don't think 
Ned’s an idiot. He's a gentie soul, and makes some idiotic deci- 
sions —there’s no getting around that. But we wanted to make 
it very ciear he's living his ii fe a certain way, and it's a conscious 
decision. He has an ethic he subscribes too, and it's not always 
easy for him. The cracks show in some scenes, and that's impor- 
tant. You don’t want it to look like he’s just out to lunch. 

After lie's busted for selling pot to a cop and gets out of prison, 
Ned moves in with each of his sisters and chaos ensues. How 
much of you is in Ned? Can you relate to him? 

I can. It’s not me, but there are parts that are. I like to think of 
myself as being optimistic and happy, although not as much as 
Ned, which is good and bad. The moment I read it, I wanted 
to do it, and I also felt it’d be a fun world to live in for a couple 
of months — and it was. I was very happy making this movie 
because of Ned. 

So he rubbed off on you a lot? 

He did. I’m not a Method actor, I don’t need to be called by the 
character’s name. I don’t take roles home with me. But when it 
ended, I actually went without shaving for a while and dressed 
in a similarly horrible fashion. 


You wore Crocs? 

[Laughs.] No— I drew the Hne at Crocs! But I wore cut-off 
shorts and flannel shirts. I’ve never owned anything tie- 
dyed in my life, but there was one tie-dyed shirt I wore 
in the movie with this hippie-dippy print that was so 
extreme. I still wear it. And had I seen this shirt before 
doing this movie, there’s no way I’d have kept it. 

You have three sisters and an ex-girlfriend to contend 
with— too many women on set, or was it fun? 

It was fun because I knew them all. I was already friends with 
just about everyone in the cast, and had been for years. 

Does that make it easier or harder? 

Much easier, especially with a movie like this— not a long 
shoot. And we shot in New York where I live, so I could literally 
walk outside and start work some days. But it was incredibly 
hot and humid, so there was a lot of sweating and people get- 
ting patted down. And I got a chance to hang out with people 
like Steve Coogan, who plays Emily's cheating husband. I’ve 
been a major Steve Coogan fan for many years, so I was thrilled 
to get the chance to meet him and get to know him a bit. 

You have great screen chemistry with the dog, and there's a 
iot of kissing between you two. Sweet breath? 

[I.aughs.l Yeah, pretty sweet, in the way a golden retriever 
would have sweet breath. Now, I may have offended 
the dog, as I think I’d dipped into some hum- 
mus earlier, but I don't think the dog would 
judge me. I’m actually a big dog lover, 
and a golden retriever's particu- 
larly lovable. Growing up I 
always had dogs, so the

Comedy’s a no-brainer 

IfTiggcr were slower and calmer — and human — he might be like 
Ned (Paul Rudd), a likable optimist who’s never held a steady job and 
isn’t that concerned about it. His sisters (Elizabeth Banks, Zooey 
Deschanel, Emily Mortimer), on the other hand, consider Ned to be 
an irresponsible nuisance and aren’t really sure what to do with him. 


The buzz: Director Jesse Peretz’s last feature film was 2006 ’s excruciat- 
ingly bad romantic comedy “The Ex.” Still, how could anyone deliver a bad movie with a cast (in- 
cluding Rashida Jones, Steve Coogan, Adam Scott, Hugh Dancy and Kathryn Hahn) this good^ 

The verdict: Funny, sweet and a little soft. That applies to Ned, his dog, Willie Nelson, and 
the endearing ensemble piece “Our Idiot Brother. ’’There maybe no more appealing actor 
than Rudd. He turns Ned into an oblivious idealist who makes friends easily, not some lovable 
buffoon to laugh at. But the movie’s too much about his sisters— whose lives aren’t exactly 
stable— learning to appreciate their brother’s honesty rather than Ned discovering that there 
will be consequences to blurting out secrets and always giving people the benefit of the doubt. 
(On the subway he hands a wad of cash to a stranger and asks, “Can you hold this?”) Yet the 
film’s ultimate, somewhat contrived means of wrapping everything up warmly feels less like 
predictability and more like karma.

For the past five years, Jesse Peretz has 
been in director jail. 

While he didn’t actually sit behind steel 
bars, he was exiled, he said, to a place 
where “the phone doesn’t ring a lot” after 
the 2006 release of “The Ex,” a romantic 
comedy he directed starring Zach Braff 
that earned scathing reviews and grossed 
only $3.1 million at the domestic box of- 
fice. 

“Let’s just say it wasn’t a great experi- 
ence. I wasn’t really happy with how the 
movie ended up,” Peretz said, referring to 
the film’s marketing and release, handled 
by hard-charging studio head Harvey 
Weinstein. 

So when Weinstein arrived at a dinner in 
Park City, Utah, to fete Peretz’s latest mov- 
ie, “Our Idiot Brother,” after its premiere 
at the Sundance Film Festival in January, 
the filmmaker was stunned. 

“We had a great conversation,” Peretz 
said. “At the end of the night, it was really 
my choice to go with Harvey” 


The Weinstein Co. acquired “Our Idiot 
Brother,” which stars Paul Rudd as Ned, a 
slacker in a state of arrested development 
as compared with his three type-A sisters, 
played by Elizabeth Banks, Zooey Descha- 
nel and Emily Mortimer. After Ned is ar- 
rested for selling marijuana to a uniformed 
police officer, he gets booted out by his 
girlfriend and is forced to move back in 
with his family 

The film, opening Friday, also involves 
family in another respect: It was written 
by Peretz’s sister, Evgenia Peretz, a long- 
time journalist for Vanity Fair, and her 
husband, documentary filmmaker David 
Schisgall. 

But Jesse and Evgenia Peretz’s sibling 
dynamic bears little resemblance to that of 
the characters in the film, they said. Jesse 
was more the rebellious brother than the 
idiot one, founding the ’80s punk band the 
Lemonheads. 

“I had a bicycle chain with a padlock 
around my neck that I outfitted with my 
girlfriend at the hardware store. We each 


had one. It was a little extreme,” Peretz, 
43, recalled recently of those high school 
days. 

“He was definitely, like, way cooler than 
I was,” Evgenia, 18 months her brother’s 
junior, added later during a call from New 
York, where both she and her brother re- 
side. “I was kind of a grind apple polisher, 
always doing my homework.” 

As cool as the director was in high 
school, he’s anxiously awaiting the film’s 
reception. He endured, but is happy with, 
some edits made to his film by Weinstein 
in the past few months. Now he hopes he’U 
finally be able to remove the shackles im- 
posed on him by director jail. 

“I would love to lie to you and say as soon 
as I’m done with the premiere. I’m leaving 
on a vacation or something,” he said. “But 
it is nerve-racking. My past experience has 
made me realize that what happens in your 
career, unfortunately, tends to really pivot 
around where your last work falls in the 
box-office spectrum. When you realize 
that, it’s hard to totally ignore it.”

Yelchin goes from Smurf to slaying vampires

As Chekhov in “Star Trek” and Kyle Reese in 
“Terminator Salvation,” Anton Yelchin has 
had featured roles in two of the movies’ big- 
gest franchises. And what with voicing Clum- 
sy Smurf in the surprise hit “The Smurfs,” he 


seems primed for a third. 

Following “Fright Night,” a major-studio 
remake of the 1985 vampire-next-door flick 
currently in theaters, he’U appear in the latest 
of his string of indie movies: “Like Crazy,” a 
largely improved drama that won special and 


grand jury prizes at Sundance. 

In “Fright Night,” Yelchin, 22, who emi- 
grated with his professional ice-skater parents 
from the Soviet Union as a child, plays Char- 
ley Brewster, a teen who finds that neighbor 
Jerry (Colin Farrell) is a vampire— and not a 


soulful, glittering one but rather, as one char- 
acter says, “the shark from Jaws.’ ” 

Yelchin, who grew up in Southern Califor- 
nia, spoke by phone from Albuquerque, N.M. 
where he is filming the title role in “Odd 
Thomas,” based on the Dean Koontz novel. 



Do you think “Fright Night” 
may start to steer vam- 
pires back toward being 
seen as evii, as opposed to 
the romantic good guy of 
“Twiiight”? 

I don’t know if it will steer the 
whole current back that way, 
but I’m very glad that I’m part 
of this film because most of 
the vampires I prefer don’t 
appear in suburban melodra- 
mas. I prefer monster films. 
[Jerry] is a monster and I 
appreciate the fact that [the 
film] brings [the vampire ar- 
chetype] back to its original 
connotation as a dark force, 
as opposed to this suburban- 
melodrama bull you see 
everywhere.

And I 
think he enjoyed the work 
that we did. 


Chris Sarandon, the vam- 
pire in the original “Fright 
Night,” has a cameo. Did 
you or the other cast mem- 
bers speak with him, maybe 
get insights or some great 
war stories? 

He was on set and he spoke 
briefly then. I know him from 
[the 1975 film] “Dog Day 
Afternoon’’ [as the pre-oper- 
ative transsexual “wife” of Al 
Pacino’s character], so I really 
appreciated being able to 
see him because of that. I’ve 
been a big fan for a long time 
of “Dog Day Afternoon.” 


“Fright Night” is self-aware about vampire 
pop mythology. There are a lot of ironically 
amusing and ruefully amusing bits. 

The script is a lot of fun, but at the same time it 
had a very relate ble story arc for my charac- 
ter-the idea of losing sight of your values for 
a period of time, and trying to figure out what 
is valuable to you versus something else. It 
doesn’t have to be specifically Charley’s story, 
but it’s a very common theme.

The movie, produced and co-written by Guillermo Del 
Toro, never decides, nor does it justify Alex being so 
clueless about things happening right in front of him. He 
doesn’t even connect Sally’s escalating fear with an inci- 
dent in which the token “guy who’s been at the house for 
years and knows all the awful history” (Jack Thompson) 
receives injuries obviously caused by a tiny monster at- 
tack. Even though “Don’t Be Afraid of the Dark” is pretty 
dumb when you think about it, when you’re scared 
you’re not always thinking straight. First-time feature 
director Troy Nixey provides more than enough dread to 
turn nonsense into nightmares.

Lifeless ‘Colombiana’ wastes Saldana’s talent

Carnivore says: Lame. They should really 
call these chicken strips because they’re 
nothing like wings, though the breading 
is nicely crispy. The “meat ” has a vaguely 
chicken flavor, but it’s missing the trade- 
mark grain of meat. I wish the ranch dip- 
ping sauce was a little more ranch-y. 
Vegetarian says: Bomb! Great taste and 
texture. I would definitely get this again. 
It’s nice that it’s crunchy and not just 
smothered in some sauce. 

Vegan says: Awesome! No typical soy af- 
tertaste and the breading was substantial. 
The “chicken” was really creamy. Too bad 
they were so good because I only got one. 
Where did the rest go? 

Chicago dip au jus sandwich 

59.95, served with homemade giardiniera 
Carnivore says: The roll is big and thick, 
the peppered seitan "meat” is pretty sub- 
stantial and a dip in the jus almost makes 
the whole thing feel meaty. Pickled broc- 
coli. peppers, carrots and cauliflower are 
tongue-tinglingly kicky. 

Vegetarian says: Sooo freaking good! 
The jus really makes it. I’m not missing 
cheese on this at all. 

Vegan says: Best of the night! I didn’t ex- 
pect it to be so spicy: my 
mouth is still hot!

3 eaters give all-vegan Native Foods Cafe a taste test

It 's not out of the ordinary to see a line out the door on Milwaukee Avenue in Wicker Park. 
But earlier this month, it wasn’t Debonair or Rodan drawing crowds. It was Native Foods 
Cafe, the first of three Chicago locations of a growing chain of vegan eateries where the 
entirely plant-based menu features “cheese” made of nuts, seitan “beef,” and “chicken” made 
from soy and pea protein. 

For vegans, usually relegated to just a few options at most restaurants, this sounded like 
culinary heaven. But what about the rest ofus? A carnivore myself, I enlisted my vegan friend 
Jessica and her vegetarian husband, Luke, for a three-pronged taste test of a few menu items. 


Baja surf tacos $ 7.95 

Camivore says: The breaded tem- 
peh "fish’' tastes bready but not the 
least bit fishy, though the guac, pico 
de gallo and shreds of cabbage on 
top are tasty I didn’t taste the “surfer 
sauce" arid only realized it was there 
when it dripped out onto my plate. 

Vegetarian says: It tastes nothing like 
fish, but it’s good to have the texture in 
there. It’s a nice veggie taco with breaded 
crunchy “meat.” 

Vegan says: Not my kind of flavor, but I don’t think I’d like 
fish tacos if I ate fish. Too many veggies and the corn tortilla was one 
of the most flavorful ingredients, not in a good way This was also the 
messiest thing we got. and that includes the huge bacon cheeseburg- 
er There were “fish” guts all over the plates we shared. 



Chocolate and cardamom-rose 
cupcakes $295 eactt 

Camivore says; How do they make this icing 
taste buttery without butter? The chocolate 
one is addictive, and I love the floral notes of 
the cardamom-rose flavor thanks to the 
crumbled rose petals on top, though I 
don't really taste the cardamom and 
the cake itself reminds me of ba- 
nana bread. By the last bite, both 
border on overly sweet. 
Vegetarian says: Moist! The Ic- 
ing is surprisingly creamy. This 
is really good [bleep]! 

Vegan says: This is like your 
standard vegan chocolate cup- 
cake Great frosting. It’s light 
and doesn’t taste oily like usual. 
As for the cardamom- rose one: 
Oh. gress! Cupcakes shouldn’t be 
crunchy unless they have sprinkles. 

Lemon-dill potato salad 

5195 with an entree 

Carnivore says: The dill flavor is nice, but I 
wish it was creamier, and the potatoes bor- 
dered on mushy 

Vegetarian says: Super flavorful, and I tasted 
each ingredient 


Vegan says: I was really excited about this be- 
cause potato salad is one of the things I really 
miss now that I’m vegan. It has the right flavor, 
but it’s not creamy. It’s weird that the skins were 
left on the potatoes, because they peeled off 
and looked like something non-edible. 

Bottom line 

Carnivore says: I don’t think there’s any way 
a meat eater will be fooled by the substitutes 
here, but I’d return to try some more dishes 
off the huge menu. I love that they’ve traded 
conventional sodas for lavender lemonade and 
hibiscus iced tea, and the beer and wine prices 
are hard to beat. $3.95 Two Brothers bottles 
and organic wine for $21 a bottle? Yes, please! 
Vegetarian says: The place doesn’t look like 
your typical vegan joint, but the clientele does. 
The dessert menu definitely needs [dairy-free] 
ice cream and shakes. I know it’s a healthy joint, 
but more booze options would be good. 

Vegan says: I’m not crazy about the counter- 
service setup and wished the food was hotter 
(maybe because we shared, everything cooled 
off too much?). I liked that I could eat anything 
on the menu when at most restaurants I only 
have a few choices, but I’m not in a rush to 
return.

Carnivore says: A heap of shaved seitan does not a burger make; I’d pre- 
fer a patty. Though the “bacon” has some smokiness, it’s not really crispy 
like the menu says. Fried pickle chips on top are a tasty touch, but besides 
that, there’s no way I’d be mistake this for the real thing. 

Vegetarian says: The fake Cheddar cheese is good overall, the best I’ve 
had. But it makes it smell funny and overpowers the taste a bit. But then 
the bacon kicked in. Wow! 

Vegan says: It tastes more like a seitan sandwich, but [the size] forces you 
to take huge bites like a burger. I was surprised by the plain white bread 
burger bun, but I loved it. Vegans don’t always want granola-y bread.

With all of the boutique whiskeys flooding the market, from 
small batch and single barrel to white dog and marketed moon- 
shine, you’d think the Jim Beams and Wild Turkeys of the spirits 
world would be content to sit back and enjoy the ride. 

You’d be wrong. 

Both Beam Global and the Campari-owned Wild Turkey have 
introduced new bourbon products this summer, 
giving whiskey enthusiasts two more reasons to 
refill their jiggers with something new 

According to Beam Global master distiller and 
bourbon ambassador Fred Noe, even 200 -plus 
years into the generations-old company, main- 
taining a competitive edge is important. 

“We’re always looking for new innovations to 
keep from just sitting back with Jim Beam being 
the No. I bourbon in the world,” Noe said from 
the Clermont, Ky, distillery “You still have to do 
new things to bring new customers into the bourbon category” 

Jim Beam’s newest product. Devil’s Cut, is a 90-proof bour- 
bon enhanced by flavors resulting from “sweating the barrel”: 
the widely known practice of agitating spent charred-oak bour- 
bon barrels to extract any booze that might have seeped its way 
into the wood during aging. 

It’s a common enough trick, Noe said, likening the barrel agi- 


tation process to the paint-shaking machines at Home Depot. 
But until now, no one has done it en masse. 

Leave it to Jim Beam to give the “sweat” a catchy name (“dev- 
il’s cut” plays off the “angel’s share” of evaporated booze wafting 
in any warm distillery) and pair the barrel extract with 6 -year 
aged bourbon to round off the charred edge. With a bit of a spicy 
bite and woodsy notes. Devil’s Cut is both sippable and mixable. 

The mixability factor is what drove Wild Turkey 
associate distiller Eddie Russell to develop Wild 
Turkey 81, named for its proof and made from a 
blend of 6 -year and older bourbon and thus has a 
superior flavor designed to withstand mixing. 

“Wild Turkey has always been known for a big, 
bold finish,” Russell said from the Lawrenceburg, 
Ky, distillery “Just offset of everything Wild Tur- 
key has stood for, {81} has flavor but is really light 
and easy to drink.” 

Russell is quick to point out that Wild Turkey 
doesn’t play into fads: In his mind, producing an older low-proof 
bourbon makes it superior to current counterparts. Meanwhile, 
steadfast products such as Wild Turkey 10 1, aged 10 years, will 
remain unchanged. 

“The American whiskey category is huge ... and the bourbon 
industry is a lot smaller,” Russell said, “so why don’t we play in 
that bigger market? Let’s get something out there and compete.”
